SUBJECTS  Operational  Reporting  on  Title  I,  Public  Law  USO 


I.  PURPOSES  To  prescribe  instructions  for  reporting  by  the  Agricultural 
Attaches  and  other  field  personnel  on  programs  iindertaken  pui’suant 
to  agreements  entered  into  between  the  United  States  and  other 
countries  pursuant  to  Titlf^'  I of  Public  Law  U80j  The  Agricultural 
Trade  Development  and  assistance  Act  of  19^14 ^ as  amended. 

II,  NEED  FOR  REPORTS:  Public  Law  UBO  provides  that  the  President  shall: 

(a)  "take  reasonable  precautions  to  safeguard  usual  marketings 
of  the  United  States"  (Sec.  101) j 

(b)  "seek  and  secure  commitments  ...  that  will  prevent  resale 
or  transshipment  to  other  countries,  or  use  for  other  than 
domestic  purposes,  of  surplus  agricultural  commodities 
purchased  under  this  Act,  without  specific  approval  of  the 
President"  (Sec.  101) j and 

(c)  "exercise  the  authority  contained  herein  ...  to  assure  that 
agricultural  commodities  sold  or  tra.nsf erred  hereunder  do 
not  result  in  increased  availability  of  those  or  like 
commodities  to  unfriendly  nations"  (Sec,  30ii) . The  defini- 
tion of  "unfriendly  nation"  is  indicated  by  Sec,  107,  which 
states  that  "As  used  in  this  Act,  ’friendly  nation'  means 
any  country  other  than  (l)  the  U,  S.  S,  R,,  or  (2)  any 
nation  or  area  dominated  or  controlled  by  the  foreign 
government  or  foreign  organization  controlling  the  world 
Communist  movement." 

Executive  Order  10360  of  September  9,  193h  delegated  the  functions 
under  Sec,  101  to  the  Secretary  of  Agricultiure.  The  functions  of 
Sec,  30h  were  not  specifically  delegated  but,  with  respect  to  Title 
I,  are  being  carried  out  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  coopera- 
tion with  other  executive  branches. 

The  above  provisions  necessitate  that  data  be  obtained  to  check  com- 
pliance with  the  requirements  concerning  resale  and  usual  marketings. 
Accordingly,  the  Agricultural  Attache  in  each  country  concerned  is 
asked  to  provide  reports  on  the  operation  of  the  program  as  outlined 
below, 

III«  TYPES  OF  REPORTS:  Reports  will  be  of  two  types: 

A.  Quarterly  Reports  — to  consist  of  basic  data  obtained  from  the 
Government  of  the  counti^r  concerned  plus  supplementary  infoma- 
tion  and  comment  by  the  Attache,  as  outlined  in  the  succeeding 
paragraph. 


Be  Voluntary  or  Occasional  Reports  — to  be  prepared  from  spot 

information  i^hich  may  become  available  or  which  ma^/-  be  requested 
of  the  Government  by  the  Attaches

VI,  VOLUhT/xRY  REFO'hTSs  Scheduled  reporting  has  been  restricted  to  a 

quarterly  basis  in  order  to  hold  down  the  iJ'orkload  in  situations  whore 
the  Title  I PL  1|30  program  is  proceeding  smoothly  and  where  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Law  is  pladnly  evident,  where  there  is 
indication  of  an  unsatisfactory  situation  ( non-compliance  witri  require 
ments  on  resale  or  usual  marketings,  iiiipropor  utiliza-tionj  inc reused 

availability  to  unfriendly  countries^  damaged  or  sub-standard  cargoes, 
etc.) /the  iigricuitural  Attache  i s expo  c t ed  to  subm  it  promptly^  via 

cable  or  despatch  as  appropriate,  a voluntary  report  sumraarizing  the 

evidence  and  stating  the  action  taken  or  reconmendedT 


VII,  PR0BLM3  IM^OLVIMG  THIRD  GOIPITRI  PnRTIC'IF-LLTIOh  s In  some  instances, 
Lgreements  signed  pursuant  to  Title  I PL  lidO  provide  that  the  com- 
modities furnished  by  the  United  States  will  be  shipped  to  one  or 
more  third  countries.  Special  reporting  instructions  defining  the 
responsibilities  of  the  Attaches  in  the  respective  countries  will 
be  issued  in  such  cases. 

VIII.  aPFLICiiTIOM  OF  FFUilVIOUS  IlLdRUCTIOhS;  Reporting  instructions  covering 
the  fiscal  year  1955  programs  were  contained  in  Circular  iiirgram  66li9 
of  April  2,  1955^  which  was  distributed  generally  as  an  attachment  to 
Field  Information  Sumraary  Wo,  12,  Where  arrangements  based  on  those 
instructions  have  alEead;jr  been  m£  do  with  the  Government  of  the  country 
concerned,  the  Agricultural  uttachc  may,  in  his  discretion,  continue 
such  arrangements  without  change  insofar  as  the  1955'  program  is  con- 
cerned. Reporting  in  accordance  with  the  present  instructions  is 
desired  if  the  change  viill  not  unfavorably  affect  the  attache’s  working 
relationships  with  the  host  Government.
